Here God 
calls the people of Israel “my 
flock,” “my sheep;’ “the sheep of 
my pasture.” But David said for 
all of us Christians, “The Lord 
is my shepherd.” If I ever hear 
any Jew saying, “Jesus Christ is 
my shepherd,” I will say, “He is 
mine, too!” Then the Jew ‘will 
say, “But Abraham is my father.” 
And I will say, “Oh, yes, but I 
trusted the Lord like faithful Ab- 
raham; so I am Abraham's seed, 
too, according to the promise.” 
Somebody says, “I’m a Jew.” I 
answer back, “One is not a Jew 
who is just a Jew outwardly, but 
one who is a Jew inwardly, and I 
am of the chosen people, too.” And 
he may say, “But I am of the true, 
tame olive tree, the Jews.” I an- 
swer, “But I am the wild olive 
branch that was grafted into the 
same stalk, praise God! And all 
the promises there are mine too.” 
If I hear a Jew say, “But I 
have been circumcised,” I will say,

First of all, I would prove that 
He rose from the dead. Of this 
there is abundant proof. I have 
given it elsewhere (The Bible and 
Its Christ) and will not repeat it 
here. The fact that Jesus Christ 
rose from the dead proves be- 
yond a question that He is. the 
Son of God. 


When He was here upon earth 
He repeatedly declared that He 
was the Son of God, the Son of 
God in a unique sense, the Son 
of God in a sense in which no 
other man is the Son of God. In 
Mark 12:6 He taught that while 
the prophets, even the greatest 
of them, were servants, He was a 
Son, an only Son.

In John 14:9 He went 
so far as to say: “He that hath 
seen me hath seen the Father.”

Even 
Col. Ingersoll once said: “I wish 
to say once and for all, to that 
great and serene Man I gladly pay 
the homage of my admiration and 
my tears.” 

But here is this Man, whom all 
admit to be a good Man, a Man of 
honor and of truth and of nobility, 
claiming to be the Son of God. 
Certainly a Man of such character 
was what He claimed to be. 

He substantiated His claim fur- 
thermore by the miracles which 
He performed. Herculean efforts 
have been put forth to discredit 
the Gospel stories of Christ’s mir- 
acles, but these efforts have all 
resulted in utter and lamentable 
failure. .

groundless rumor, the author gives four 


statements that answer the question, “What is a gossiper?” In these days, in fact 
all days that make up history, a traducing tongue is an dssassinator of char- 
acter and a viper that stings to death the reputation of others. It is well that we 
sit down and take an inventory of this member of our body and realize that if the 
tongue be not yielded to God as°an instrument of righteousness, it will be a terribly 


tormenting member. 
In chapter three, Dr. 


Roberson presents excellent thoughts on 


SELFISHNESS, the sin that bleeds. He shows how selfishness bleeds 
the work of God because it thinks not of others, but always of self. 
Strengthening to the believer’s heart is his discussion of the blessed 
truth that selfishness is not incurable. 


Several pages are devoted to MALICE in chapter four, the sin that burns. Malice 
is not only found in the unregenerated, but also in the unconsecrated child of God. 
Thus the author gives a recipe for overcoming malice. 


The last chapter is that of UNF AITHFULNESS, 
the sin that burdens. Dr. Roberson gives an excel- 
lent summary when he compares the wnfaithfulness 
of the child of God to his Lord and to his church, 
and then in contrast shows how God is ever faithful. 

Here is an excellent book, easy reading, and 
always up-to-date, because the so-called five ancient 
sins are with us today. One cannot read this book 
without having God speak to his own heart and 
show the heart’s need. This in turn will lead to 
conviction unless the reader has a cold, calloused 


heart. 
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“Sullen moans and hollow groans, 
And shrieks of tortured ghosts.” 


Thine heart beating high with 
fever, thy pulse rattling at an 
enormous rate in agony; thy limbs 
crackling like the martyrs on the 
fire, and yet unburnt; thyself, put 
in a vessel of hot oil, pained, yet 
coming out undestroyed; all thy 
veins becoming a road for the hot 
feet of pain to travel on; every 
nerve a string on which the Devil 
shall ever play his diabolical tune 
of Hell’s unutterable lament; thy 
soul forever and ever aching, and 
thy body palpitating in unison with 
thy soul. Fictions, Sir? Again, I 
say, they are no fictions, and as 
God liveth, but solid stern truth. 
If God be true, and this Bible 
be true, what I have said is the 
truth, and you will find it one day 
to be so. 


But now I must have a little 
reasoning with the ungodly on one 
or two points. First, I will reason 
with such of you as are very 
proud of your comely bodies, and 
array yourselves in goodly orna- 
ments, and make yourselves glori- 
ous in your apparel. There are 
some of you who have no time 
for prayer, but you have time 
enough for your toilet; you have 
no time for prayer meeting, but 
you have time enough to be brush- 
ing your hair to all eternity; you 
have no time to bend your knees, 
but plenty of time to make your- 
selves to look smart and grand. 
Ah! fine lady, thou who takest 
care of thy goodly-fashioned face, 
remember what was said by one of 
old when he held up the skull:— 


“Tell her, though she paint herself 
an ich thick, 

To this complexion she must come 
at last.” 


Evil in Persistent Sin 


Something more than that: that 
fair face shall be scarred with 
the claws of fiends, and that fine 
body shall be the medium of tor- 
ment. Ah! dress thyself, proud 
gentleman, for the worm; anoint 
thyself for the crawling creatures 
of the grave; and worse, come 
thou down to the pit in goodly 
apparel; my lord, come there, to 
find yourself no higher then oth- 
ers, except it be higher in torture, 
and plunged deeper in flames. Aye 
it ill becomes us to waste so much 
time upon the trifling here, when 
there is so much to be done and 
so little time for doing it in the 
saving of men’s souls. O God, our 
God, deliver men from feasting 
and pampering their bodies when 
they are only fattening them for 
the slaughter, and feeding them to 
be devoured in the flames. 


Again, hear me when I say to 
you, who are gratifying your lusts 
—do you know that those bodies, 
the lusts of which you gratify 
here, will be in Hell, and that you 
will have the same lusts in Hell 
that you have here? The de- 
bauchee hastes to indulge his body 
in what he desires—can he do 
that in Hell? Can he find a place 
where he shall gratify his lust and 
find indulgence for his foul de- 
sire? The drunkard here can pour 
down his throat the intoxicating 
and deadly draught; but where will 
he find the liquor to drink in 
Hell, when his drunkenness will be 
as hot upon him as it is here! 
Aye, where will he find so much 
as a drop of water to cool his 
parched tongue? The man who 
loves gluttony here will be a glut- 
ton there; but where will be the 
food to satisfy him, when he may 
hold his finger up and see the 
loaves go away from him, and 
the fruits refuse his grasp. Oh! 
to have your passions and yet not 
to satisfy them! To shut a drunk- 
ard up in his cell, and give him 
nothing to drink! He would dash 
himself against the wall to get the 
liquor, but there is none for him. 
What will you do in Hell, O drunk- 
ard, with that thirst in your 
throat, and having naught but 
flames to swallow, which increase 
thy woe? And what will you do, 
O rake, when still you would be 
seducing others, but there are_none 
with whom you can sin? Do I 
speak plainly? Did not Christ do 
so? If men will sin, they will find 
men who are not ashamed to re- 
prove them, Ah! to have a body in 
Hell, with all its lusts, but not 
the power to satisfy them! How 
horrible that Hell will be! 

Hear me yet again. Oh! poor 
sinner, if I saw thee going into 
the inquisitor’s den to be torment- 


ed, would I not beg of thee to stop 
ere thou shouldst put thy foot upon 
the threshold?

If I were standing on a stage this 
morning, and were acting among 
these things as fancies, I would 
maké@ you weep, I would make 
the godly weep to think that so 
many should be damned. 


But when I speak of realities, 
they do not move you half so 
much as fictions would, and yet 
sit just as ye did ere the service 
had commenced. But hear me 
while I again affirm God’s truth; 
I tell thee, sinner, that those 
eyes that now look on lust shall 
look on miseries that shall vex 
and torment thee. Those ears 
which now lendest to hear the 
song of blasphemy shall hear 
moans and groans, and horrid 
sound, such as only the damned 
know. That very throat down 
which thou dost drink shall be 
filled with fire. Those very lips 
and arms of thine will be tortured 
all at once. Why, if thou hast 
a headache thou wilt run to a 
physician; but what wilt thou do 
when thy head, and heart, and 
hands, and feet, ache all at once?

Who among you 
can dwell with devouring fire? 
Who among you can dwell with ev- 
erlasting burning? Can you, sir? 
Can you? Can you abide the flame 
forever? “Oh, no,” sayest thou; 
“what can I do to be saved?” Hear 
thou what Christ has to say: “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
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‘“‘What was the purpose and 
the lessons God intended to 
teach by the transfiguration?” 

The meaning of the transfigura- 
tion is explained, I think, by the 
preceding verse in each case where 
the account is given in the Gos.- 
pels. For instance, in Matthew 16:. 
28, the verse preceding the ac- 
count of the transfiguration, the 
Lord Jesus says, “Verily I say 
unto you, There be some stand- 
ing here, which shall not taste of 
death, till they see the Son of 
man coming in his kingdom.”’ 


Then comes chapter seventeén, 
and immediately the account of 
the transfiguration. 


The transfiguration, therefore, 
is a picture of Christ’s coming in 
His glory, a picture of the Second 
Coming. 

A further lesson is gotten by the 
words which came from Heaven 
when God spoke and said, “This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased; hear ye him.’ The 
disciples were greatly impressed 
with Moses and Elijah, represent- 
ing the law and the prophets. But 
God wanted’ the disciples to know 


-that Christ was greater than Mo- 


ses, greater than Elijah, greater 
than the Bible, that He is verily 
the only begotten Son of God. 

These meanings to the trans- 
figuration are emphasized by the 
Apostle Peter, under divine in- 
spiration, in II Peter 1:16-18, 
which says: 


“For we have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we 
made known unto you the power 
and coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but were eyewitnesses of 
his majesty. For he received from 
God the Father honour and glory, 
when there came such a voice to 
him from the excellent glory, This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased. And this voice which 
came from heaven we heard, when 
we were with him in the holy 
mount.” 


Peter and the other apostles 
saw Jesus in all the glory of His 
second coming, saw it ahead of 


time at the transfiguration; and 
thus what they wrote was not 
cunningly devised fables, when 


they spoke of the majesty of His 
appearing, and the glory of His 
secohd coming. And he also men- 
tions the voice from Heaven which 
assured them that Christ was the 
very Son of God. 


“Did Jesus intend the break- 
ing of bread at the last supper 
tc establish the communion 
service?’’ 

Yes, He did intend to establish 
the Communion Service, the Lord’s 
Supper, as a regular ceremony in 
the churches. I think that is made 
clear in the Scriptures in the 
following ways: ) 

1. Reading the account of the 
pre-passover meal, and of the in- 
stitution of the Lord’s Supper, in 
Luke 22:14-20, it is noticeable that 


thefte came a regular meal first. 


Verse 20 says, “Likewise also the 
cup after supper, saying, This cup 
is the new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you.” In verse 


17 above He had already passed 


the cup to the disciples for their 
supper, Then after the supper, He 
gave a ceremonial meal, a lasting 
and permanent symbol. Although 
following a regular meal, the 
Lord’s Supper was a ceremonial, 
typical meal in which there was 
separate thanksgiving, separate 
breaking of bread, and a separate 
passing of the cup. 


2. The Lord expressly said, 
“This cup is the new testament 
in my blood, which is shed for

and thou shalt be saved.” “He 
that believeth and is_ baptized 
Shall be saved; he that believeth 
not, shall be damned.” “Come, let 
us reason together, saith the Lord; 
though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as wool; though 
they be red like crimson, they 
shall be whiter than snow.”

stand true, let it cost what it 
may. Since the school was found- 
ed, when the institution has had 
to meet an issue of any kind, we 
have not asked, “What is the con- 
venient thing to do?” We have 
asked, “What is the right thing 
to do?” The principle of right 
is being sacrificed on the altar of 
convenience in denominational 
schools and in pulpits that are 


supposed to be Christian and in a 
big percentage of the religious 
movements of our day. 

Since Adam and Eve by their 
disobedience not only wrecked 
Paradise but brought § spiritual 


death to all unborn generations, 
it has been easy to do wrong and 
hard to do right. It was not easy 
for God Almighty to find a way 
to save lost men. It cost God 
something to let His Son hang on 
a cross in agony and blood, bear- 
ing the sins of a fallen race. 


The Lord Jesus Christ made 
it plain that anyone going with 
Him has to carry a eross. It is 
clearly taught in the Bible that 
people who live godly will suffer 
persecution, and in this world 
Christian people have tribulation. 
All down the ages man has made 
some kind of effort to get-out 
from under a cross and out from 
under the burden and tribulation 
and persecution. Remember, the 
measure of a Christian’s tribula- 
tion, persecution, and opposition 
in this world is—first, the mea- 
sure of his uncompromising stand 
against that which is wrong and 
for that which is right, and sec- 
ond, the measure of his influence 
for the right and against the 
wrong in the day and generation 
in which he lives. 

You can scarcely find today in 
any American pulpit a great, out- 
standing preacher preaching a- 
gainst sin. You rarely ever find 
a strong evangelistic voice denoun- 
cing that which is evil and call- 
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ing on people to do right. Fifty 
years ago when I was a young 
preacher, nearly all the Monday 
morning daily papers in our big 
cities carried a sermon (and some- 
times more thah one sermon) by 
some preacher or preachers at- 
tacking Sin. You rarely ever see 
that kind of sermon in print any 
more. 


To Preach the Gospel But Not 
Take Sides Avainst 
Wrong Is Sin 


Even among the orthodox crowd, 
you have preachers saying, “Well, 
we will preach-the Gospel and just 
let that do the work.” Well, the 
Gospel is in the Bible. The Gos- 
pel is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to everyone that believeth. 
All Christians are supposed to 
know the Gospel and give the 
Gospel to people. But that is not 
all we are told to do in the Word 
of God, We are told to stand for 
something. It is made plain to us 
that we are either for the Lord 
Jesus Christ yor we are against 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The Bible 
makes it plain that the friendship 
of the world is enmity with God. 
The trouble in America today is 
that religious people have sacri- 
ficed ¢he principle of right on the 
altar of a temporary convenience. 


Now, young people, remember 
that whatever problem you have to 
meet in life, you can know how 
to meet it and can meet it if you 
sincerely wish to know what is 
right and are determined in your 
heart by the grace of God to do 
what is right regardless of the con- 
sequences. These two little words, 
DO RIGHT, ought to be put over 
every pulpit in America because 
these modernistic preachers are 
not doing right, and these preach- 
ers who are supposed to be ortho- 
dox who are not courageous e- 
nough to denounce religious libera- 
lism in America even in their own 
denomination are not doing right, 
and the compromising orthodox 
Christian laymen who are support- 
ing any program they know is 
modernistic are not doing right. 
They are doing wrong, and the 
Bible makes it plain they are do- 
ing wrong. 

No sinner could ever do wrong 
and get away with it, and God 
will not even let one of His born- 
again children do wrong and get 
away with it. The compromising 
Bible-believing preachers are not 
getting away with what they are 
doing. They are sacrificing princi- 
ple on the altar of compromise. 
Every man in the Bible who did 
that suffered the consequences. 
Lot did it, and other Bible charac- 
ters did the same thing, and they 
all suffered the consequences. They 
hurt their testimony and did harm 
to. their constituency and often 
to their own families. 


No Christian Should Support 
Any Denominational Program 
That Includes Some 
Modernism 

Practically everywhere I go I 
have some good, orthodox Chris- 
tians come up to me and say: “My 
pastor believes the Bible, and he 
preaches the Gospel. He, however, 
urges us to support our church 
program, and I know we ha¥e some 
schools that we are supporting that 
are modernistic, and I know there 
are some other causes in our de- 
nomination that are not in line 
with our Bible doctrines, and yet 
we are going ahead and supporting 
these things. I do not want to get 
out of my church. I believe the 
doctrines of my church, and my 
pastor preaches the _ doctrines. 
What am I going to do?” 

My answer always is this: “Do 
right. Start in right now. Tell your 
pastor and if needs be the board 
of your church, and if necessary 
tell the whole. church, that you 
are not going to support anything 
in your own denomination that you 
even think might be contrary to the 
Gospel the pastor preaches and the 
fundamental doctrines of the Bible 
upon which your church is sup- 
posed to be built. Now, just take 
your stand and stand there if the 
stars fall. If taking that kind of 
stand puts you out of the church, 
let them throw you out It is 
wrong to do wrong to stay in a 
church.” 

Remember, it is never right to 
do wrong. It is not right to do 


wrong to get a chance to do right. 
It is not right for a preacher to 
support a modernistic program to 
get an opportunity to preach the 
Gospel of God’s saving grace. God 
tells us to preach the Gospel, but 
He also tells us in plain words that 
if we bid Godspeed to anybody 
who does not accept the doctrine 
of Christ, we are lining up with 
the Anti-christ and are a partaker 
of the evil deeds of an anti-christ. 
Yet you have preachers all over 
this country who say: “Oh, yes, 
we are orthodox. We believe the 
Bible.” And Sunday after Sunday 
they take a collection for a pro- 
gram and urge their people to 
support this program when if they 
have any sense at all, they know 
they are supporting something in 
the program contrary to the Gos- 
pel, and at the same time they 
claim to believe and love the 
Gospel they preach. 


A Modernist Does Not Com- 
promise to Cooperate 
But We Do 


Some time ago a liberal preach- 
er wrote to me: “Dr. Bob, we lib- 
erals like you. We think you and 
your son, Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., are 
doing a great deal of good. But 
we think we are doing good, too. 
Why don’t you be friends with us? 
We are friends to you.” , 


I wrote him: “You say you think 
we are doing good, so you can 
be friendly to us and want to 
work with us. I think you are do- 
ing harm; and if I went along 
with you, I would be violating the 
clear teaching of the Word of 
God; and I would be doing wrong. 
According to what you say, you 
do not have to compromise to 
stand with us, but we would have 
to compromise to go along with 
you, and we are not going to com- 
promise. We will go along with 
you as an American and stand 
for religious liberty; but when we 
have to violate a principle of right 
to go witn you, we will not do it: 
we are going to do right. We are 
not going to compromise.” 


The modernists do not have to 
compromise when they go into 
evangelistic campaigns and co-op- 
erate with their “orthodox breth- 
ren” in sponsoring “religious re- 
vivals,”’ because they do not think 
it matters so much what a person 


believes. tt is the orthodox crowd” 


that compromises, and they are 
doing wrong and are trying to de- 
fend it, and they have no defense. 
The Bible is clear about that. 


Now, young people, I have been 
preaching for a long time. I have 
made many mistakes. I never held 
myself up as “the pink of per- 
fection.” I am very human. I have 
Irish blood in me. I have a tem- 
pestuous temperament. So I do 
not think I am “super perfect.” 
But as God is my Judge, I have 
tried through the years, as a 
preacher of the Gospel, to face 
every issue in just one way, and 
this is the way: What is the right 
thing to do? What does the Bible 
say about it? I am not to judge it 
by appearance. A thing may seem 
to be good that is bad. What is the 
right thing? I settle every problem 
in my life on that basis. I have had 
to make some enemies. I have 
had to produce friction because 
you can’t move down the right 
road and not produce friction. But 
as the years have piled up and I 
begin to count up the very few 
years I may have ahead of me, I 
have a peace in my heart. I love 
everybody. I love my enemies. But 
I love Jesus Christ too much to 
sell Him down the river or sacri- 
fice the principle of the Gospel 
on the altar of any human conveni- 
ence. | 


Joined Methodist Church 
When Methodists Be- 
lieved the Bible 


Now I am going to tell you 
something about “my experience 
and the tests I have had to meet, 
and you won't find anybody who 
has had a much harder time to 
stand than I have had. I was con- 
verted at a Methodist altar when I 
was just eleven years old. I did not 
know much. I had read the Bible, 
and my father had family prayer. 
I knew that Jesus had died for me 
and I could not save myself; and I 
knew if I was going to be a Chris- 
tian, I had to take the Christian 
side of an issue. We were told

Federal taxation is approaching 
the confiscatory stage.

for you” (Luke 22:20). The dis- 
ciples would naturally understand, 
at this passover season, that the 
Passover was an old testament, or 
covenant, picturing the death of 
Christ. For 1,500 years Jews had 


been eating a lamb without blem- 


ish, roasted with fire, with bit- 
ter herbs and unleavened bread. 
They remembered the blood on 
the doorposts; and everything a- 
bout the passover supper pictured 
the Lord Jesus.. But now Jesus 
says instead of that old covenant, 
or testament, He is giving them a 
new witness, a new symbol, a 
new covenant picturing His death 
on the cross: So instead of the 
passover supper of the Jews, since 
the death of Christ New Testa- 
ment Christians have the Lord’s 
Supper. It is simply a memorial, 
showing forth the Lord’s death. 
The passover supper did not save, 
and so this Lord’s Supper, or Com- 
munion Supper, does not save. It is 
a memorial, a way of preaching 
the Gospel. 

3. <A third proof, and one that 
cannot be disputed, that the Lord 
Jesus intended the Lord’s Sup- 
per, or Communion, as a frequent 
part of Christian worship down 
through the ages, is that the Holy 
Spirit inspired the Apostle Paul to 
give particular instruction concern- 
ing it. In First Corinthians 11, 
verses 17 to 34, the Lord, through 
Paul, gives specific instructions on 
how to eat the Lord’s Supper, 
saying particularly, “For as of- 
ten as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come” (verse 
26). The Epistles in the New Testa- 
ment are exactly as inspired as 
the Gospel, all of them the very 
Word of God. We know that the 
Lord Jesus, who had Paul write 
that discussion and _ description 
concerning the Lord’s Supper, was 
Himself the Author of the cere- 
mony. 

4. The fourth, an unassailable 
evidence that Jesus intended to 
establish the Communion Service 
for New Testament churches, is 
that that is the way all of the 
apostles understood it, and they 
set out from the very first to fol-

I 
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later David declared “Thou pre- 
parest a table before me in the 
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Do Right | 
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there was not any Baptist church 
in the immediate community. Back 
in those days, out in the country, 
if you asked a Methodist if he 
had been baptized, he would prob- 
ably say, “I have been sprinkled, 
but I haven’t been baptized.” Since 
my mother was a Baptist, she be- 
lieved that immersion was baptism. 
I told the Methodist preacher I 
wanted to be immersed, and he 
said, “That is fine. I was immersed, 
too.” So I was baptized in a coun- 
try creek. 

When I was taken into the 
Methodist Church, they asked me 
a question about what I believed; 
and I was told what the Methodist 
Church believed. The Methodist 
Church believed the Bible. It be- 
lieved in the virgin birth, the in- 
carnation, the vicarious blood a- 
tonement, the bodily resurrection, 
and all the fundamentals that all 
orthodox Christians believe. All of 
these fundamentals are incorporat- 
ed in the Apostles Creed. The 
Methodist ritual had my answer 
written down, and I had to answer 
that way. Here is the ahswer: “All 
this I steadfastly believe.” -—After 
this question was asked, they ask- 
ed me if I would be subject to 
the discipline of the Church, at- 
tend upon its ordinances, and sup- 
port its institutions; and I said 
I would. Now, I joined the Church 
with the definite understanding 
the Church believed certain things, 
and I believed those things, and I 
agreed to support this Church 
because the Church did believe 
these things. 


Took Ordination Vows to 
Preach and Defend 
Sound Doctrine 


Now, remember that I was an 
eleven-year-old country boy when 
I joined the Methodist Church. 
I began to preach and conduct 
evangelistic meetings in the coun- 
try districts of Southeast Alabama 
when I was just thirteen years 
old; and when I was fifteen, I 
was licensed to preach and was 
later ordained. When I was or- 
dained to preach, I took an ordi- 
nation vow that I have never for- 
gotten and never repudiated. I was 
asked if I would drive away 
strange and erroneous doctrines 
contrary to the Articles of Re- 
ligion (or doctrines) of the Metho- 
dist Church, and I agreed to do it. 
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When I started out conducting 
evangelistic meetings, all the 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and 
members of the other denomina- 
tions flocked to our meetings. I 
preached the Gospel. I stuck to 
the fundamental doctrines of the 
Bible which are accepted by all 
orthodox Christians. There is no 
difference between an orthodox 
Baptist, an orthodox Methodist, or 
an orthodox Presbyterian and 
orthodox members of any other 
denomination when it comes to 
the verbal inspiration of the Bi- 
ble, the virgin birth, the incarna- 
tion, the vicarious blood atone- 
ment, the bodily resurrection, 
and salvation by grace through 
faith in His atoning blood. 

After being in evangelistic work 
for a few years, I began to hear 
certain questions about the ortho- 
doxy of certain preachers. I did 
not hear about many of them be- 
cause it was a terrible sin in 
those days to be guilty of heresy. 
I remember when I was just a 
young fellow, a Methodist preach- 
er wanted me to hold a meeting 
for him in a big city church; and 
I had not been in many big-city 
meetings; and it appealed to me 
very much. But I had learned from 
what I considered reliable sources 
that that preacher did not believe 
in the inspiration of the Old Testa- 
ment as a Methodist preacher was 
supposed to believe, and I wrote 
him a letter and told him I could 
not come and hold a meeting for 
him and boost his ministry if what 
I had heard was _.so and that I 
must refuse to work under the 
sponsorship of a man whose min- 
istry I could not boost. I took that 
stand then, and the stand was 
right, and it is the stand I have 
held through the years. 


As time passed, I began to learn 
that there were some questions 
about what was being taught in 
certain schools that had been built 
by the gifts of orthodox Metho- 
dists; and from what I knew from 
some of my contacts, I knew that 
the reports were true. And I knew 
there were Methodist preachers 
who no longer thought it neces- 
sary to believe in the virgin birth, 
the incarnation, the blood atone- 
ment, and such other fundamental 
doctrines that I had to accept to 
join the Methodist Church; and 
I had pledged when I was ordain- 
ed that I would drive away doc- 
trines contrary to the fundamental 
doctrines I had to accept and was 
glad to accept when I joined the 
Church. So I saw that I could not 
support everything in the Metho- 
dist Church and keep my vow of 
church membership and could not 
possibly keep my ordination vow; 
so I told the pastor where I stood 
and told him I refused to support 
anything even in my own Church 
contrary to the fundamentals upon 
which the Church was built. Some 
of the brethren said, “We under- 
stand.” But the liberal brethren 
and the compromising brethren be- 
gan to give me some trouble. The 
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liberals will generally go along 
with you while you preach the Gos- 
pel if you will not reprove them 
publicly and if you will support 
what they want you to support 
while you preach the Gospel. 


Leaving a Modernist Metho- 
dist Church for Conscience’ 
Sake 


I got along pretty well for a 
few years following that method. 
Then one day the pastor of the 
church where I held my mem- 
bership brought a modernist into 
his pulpit. One Sunday I was 
not able to go to church; and Bob, 
Jr., came home from the service 
and said, “Well, Dad, I had to take 
a stand today.” He said, “The 
pastor had in his pulpit Dr. So- 
and-so. You know I majored in the 
university in Hebrew History for 
my master’s degree, and I had to 
study pretty carefully the Old 
Testament in connection with the 
course, and I think I know some- 
thing about the Old Testament. 
This modernist today in the pulpit 
trampled on the inspiration and 
historical facts of the Old Testa- 
ment as no other man I have ever 
known, At the close of the ser- 
vice, I asked the pastor if he 
brought this man to his church 
knowing what he stood for, and 
he said, ‘Yes.’ 


So Bob and I took our member- 
ship out of the church. I was 
what you call an ordained local 
Methodist preacher. I kept my 
church letter for a while, won- 
dering where to put it and con- 
tinue to be consistent. One day 
I was notified by the pastor that, 
according to the laws of the 
Church, I had to keep my mem- 
bership in the church in the com- 
munity where I lived or I would 
lose my credentials. 


Now remember, I would lose my 
credentiais if I kept my ordination 
vows. I had taken an ordination 
vow to drive away strange and 
erroneous doctrines, and yet the 
denomination that required me to 
take that vow passed a law that I 
had to hold membership in a 
local Methodist Church (where the 
pastor had taken the same ordina- 
tion vow I had taken) and for me 
to put my membership in that 
Church and lend my influence to 
that pastor and his pulpit would 
be violating my ordination vow 
to drive away strange and er- 
roneous doctrines contrary to the 
doctrines of the Methodist Church. 
So I simply said, “I have got to be 
consistent. I have got to do right. I 
believe the fundamental! doctrines 
I had to declare I believed when 
I joined the Methodist Church. I 
believe that I ought to keep my 
ordination vows, and I believe in 
being true to my word. I can’t 


preach one thing and_ support 
something else. I can’t preach 
certain doctrines and_ support 


something contrary to those doc- 
trines;’’ so I surrendered my cre- 
dentials and took care of my ordi- 
nation in another way. 


I have many friends who are 
Methodist preachers and a great 
many friends who are Methodist 
laymen. Some of them are grieved 
about what they should do. It was 
not hard for me to know what to 
do. I had to do right. I had to 
surrender my credentials or lend 
my influence to that which is op- 
posed to what I said I believed 
and which I promised to drive a- 
way. 

It is sometimes hard to do what 
a fellow ought to do. So I am 
telling you young people here— 
just make up your mind when 
you face a problem to do the right 
thing. Now, yoy do not have_to be 
crazy or be eccentric or go off 
on a tangent or act a fool. If you 
positively know what is the right 
thing to do, you do not have to 
ask anybody. If you do not know 
what is the right thing to do, 
get down your Bible, read it, 
and pray over the matter, and 
then if necessary, ask somebody 
who does know and who has stood 
for the right (not somebody that 
has compromised) and get advice 
from him. 


Remember now, if you want to 


do what is right, you can-always 
find a way to do it. 


The Same Probtems Face Peo- 
ple in Baptist, Presbyterian 
and Other Churches 

Don’t get the idea that I am 


at this chapel program just jump- 
ing on the Methodist Church. Al- 
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most all of the great denomina- 
tions today are ecclesiastically sup- 
porting things that the well-taught 
orthodox Christians know are 
wrong, and every last one of them 
that is doing it is sacrificing that 
which is right on the altar of 
that which is convenient. Because 
of the connectional system in the 
Methodist Church, influences may 
spread more rapidly than in de- 
nominations where the church is 
supposed to have local self-govern- 
ment; but in this day and time, 
Bible-believing Baptists, Presby- 
terians and others are supporting 
causes contrary to their doctrines. 
Twenty-five years ago I felt that 
the Southern Baptist denomina- 
tion could save us, but the South- 
ern Baptist denomination today is 
going just like the rest of them. 


Many of my friends in the north 
say to me: “The Southern Baptists 
want to get up into this country. 
What about them? They say they 
are orthodox.” Orthodox Baptist 
preachers in this country are sup- 
porting and urging their people 
to support certain things that they 
know are contrary to what they 
believe. They say, “Let’s go along 
and support them. Let’s not wash 
dirty linen in public.” I have never 
known preachers who talked about 
not washing dirty linen in public 
that ever washed dirty linen any- 
where, The only way you can wash 
dirty ecclesiastical linen is to wash 
it in public and by so doing let 
the public know that the denomi- 
nation stands for clean orthodox 
linen. So don’t any of you Metho- 
dists think that I am just talking 
about you. I am talking about how 
the Lord Jesus Christ is being sold 
down the river and how the funda- 
mental doctrines. all orthodox 
Christians have believed through 
the yeafs are being trampled un- 
der foot. 


We are not telling you students, 
especially you young preachers, to 
get out of your denomination if 


denomination and those doctrines 
cover the fundamentals of the 
faith, but we are telling you: don’t 
do wrong even if they throw you 
out of the church. The hour has 
struck inthis country when we 
have to have an army of men and 
women who will stop doing the 
convenient thing and go to doing 
}the right thing. 


Decide to DO RIGHT at Any 
Cost and You Can Live a 
Victorious Life 


Maybe some of you young men 
are in love with a girl who is 
not a Christian, and maybe some 
of you girls are in love with a 
boy who isn’t a Christian. Now, 
what are you going to do about 
it? Are you going to do what 
God told you to do and not marry 
that sinner, or are you going to 
do what you feel inclined to do 
and marry the sinner? It is so 


you believe the doctrine of your 


easy to try to sell yourself on 
what you want to do. You know 
the Bible says that a doublemind- 
ed man is unstable in all his: ways. 
A fellow wants to do right, but 
he has a temptation to do wrong, 
and he just staggers from one 
side of the road to the other. 


If you will just make up your 
mind that you are going to settle 
every question just on one prin- 
ciple, and that is the principle 
of right, you have got’the victory 
already. Whenever you begin to 
debate whether_ you are going to 
do the convenient thing or the 
right thing, you will wind up do- 
ing the convenient thing. There 
has never been in my lifetime as 
much religious compromise as now. 
“Well, suppose I can’t make up my . 
mind?” Well, if you wonder if a 
thing is right, give God the bene- 
fit of the doubt. Don’t give the 
Devil the benefit of the doubt. If 
you do something and wonder if 
you should not do it, you should 
not do it; and if you do some- 
thing you should not do, you are 
doing wrong. 

A man one morning was stand- 
ing at a window with his collar 
in his hand. His wife said, “Break- 
fast is ready. Come on.” 

He said, “All right. Just a 
minute. I am just trying to see 
if this collar is dirty.” a 


His wife said, “If it is doubtful, 
it is dirty.” 

If you do something and won- 
der if it is right while you are 
doing it, you are doing something 
wrong. You never ask if snow on 
a mountain peak is white. If you 
have to ask if snow is white, it 
is not white. 

Now, if all of you people in 
this auditorium today would just 
make up your minds that these 
two little words, DO RIGHT, are 
going to dominate your life, you 
have already prepared yourself for 
the problems you are_ going to 
rmeet. DO RIGHT. Do right if all 
the guns mounted on Hell’s battle- 
ments are turned on you. Do right 
if the stars fall out of their silver 
sockets. Do right if you have to . 
die. It is better to die for the 
right than to live for the wrong. 
If all the Bible-believing preach- 
ers left in America would just 
start in and preach for six months 
along this line and would come 
out against sin like they ought 
to do and stand for the Word of 
God like they are supposed to 


_|do, we might be able to hold back 


the awful tide of destructive in- 
fluence that is sweeping over our 
land.

tians and others. 


1. Israel to Be Restored to 
Palestine and God’s Favor 


Notice first the promise of ‘Is- 
rael’s restoration. This is a won- 
derful tRing.-God has promised to 
restore Israel. And in. this case, 
God did not say, “I am going to 
bring a remnant back from Baby- 
lon.” Though He did that, that is 
not the point, This is not just the 
time God sent Moses, and sent the 
plagues, and all the children of 
Israel crossed the Red Sea dry- 
shod, and God fed them manna 
in the wilderness, and brought 
them into their own land. But 
He said, “This will be the time 
when everybody will say, ‘Oh, 
the Lord sent His angels and gath- 
ered out Israel from every nation 
under Heaven where God had car- 


ried them.” From all countries! 
That means from slave labor 
camps in Siberia. That means 


from wherever they work every- 
where. Whether there is a Jew 
in a bank, or whether there is a 
Jew in a drygoods store having a 
fire sale, or whether there is a 
Jew who runs a junk yard, God 
will gather every Jew alive in 
the world back to Palestine, and 
after the rebels are purged out, 
they will be converted. Here is a 
wonderful, wonderful promise. 


There are many promises about 
this in the Bible. 


God had said, in Genesis 13:14, 
15, ‘Abraham, look north, east, 
south, and west, for all the land 
that thou seest, to thee will I 
give it and to thy seed forever.’ 
God said, ‘I am going to give you 
this land.’ So God is going to give 
the Jand to Abraham and to his 
seed, And in the book of Galatians 
we learn that seed is singular, 
not plural. Not many seeds, but 
one seed—Christ. So in Christ’s 
own return God will give the land 
to Abraham and to Jesus Christ as 
well as to Jews and Gentiles who 
love. the Lord Jesus Christ. That 
promise is so often told. 


Again God gave the promise to 
David. ‘“‘David, the Lord also tell- 
eth thee that He will make thee 
an house.” He said, “Your seed 
after you will inherit the kingdom 
and he will build the temple, the 
house for my name, and I will 
establish the throne of his king- 
dom forever. And his throne shall 
be established forever.” (See II 
Samuel 7:10-17, I Chronicles 17: 
10-15). One day the throne of 
David will be established forever, 
and David’s seed will sit on that 
throne again. 


Do vou remember the promises 
given in Deuteronomy, chapter 30, 
to the nation Israel? The Scrip- 
ture says: 


“And it shall come to pass, when 
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The Mighty Snowflake 


When Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek went to ask for the hand 
of Mei-ling in marriage, Madame 
Soong, his prospective mother-in- 
law, before giving her consent, 
made him promise to read _ the 
Bible and examine the Christian 
way of life. He promised, although 
he had been brought up in a 
Buddhist home. 

A few months after their mar- 
riage, Madame Chiang felt par- 
ticularly burdened about her hus- 
band’s salvation. She wired the 
pastor of the old family church in 
Shanghai to come and speak to 
him. He did so but the Generalis- 
Simo was not to be hurried. 

It was two years later, when 
Kai-Shek was in the midst of the 
Chinese Civil War, that the inci- 
dent occurred which proved to be 
the turning point. He was cut off 
from the main force of his army 
and completely surrounded by the 
enemy. He saw a church near by. 
Going in, he promised God that he 
would serve Him, if delivered, and 
openly confess the Christian 
faith. Very shortly a_ blinding 
Snowstorm descended which made 
it impossible for the enemy to 
find the General’s headquarters, 
and he escaped. 

His faith now firmly in God, he 
returned to Shanghai and was 
baptized.

That 
is the personal, literal return of 
Jesus Christ.| “and gather thee 
from all nations, whither the Lord 
thy God hath scattered thee. If 
any of thine be driven out unto 
the outmost parts of heaven, from 
thence will the Lord thy God gath- 
er thee, and from thence will he 
fetch thee.” 

(Notice how complete is that re- 
gathering. If there be one single 
Jew left alive anywhere in the 
world, God will bring him back. 
That is not a little partial re- 


storation like a handful of Jews 
now, unconverted Jews back in 
Palestine. They don’t even have 
control of all of Jerusalem, now— 
about two counties or three of 
Jews in a little part of Palestine 
now. That is not the restoration 
God is talking about.) : 

“And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land whieh thy fath- 
ers possessed, and thou shalt pos- 
sess it; and he will do thee good, 
and multiply thee above thy fath- 
ers. And the Lord thy God will 
circumcise thine heart, and the 
heart of thy seed, to love the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul, that thou mayest 
live.”—Deut. 3071-6, 


How many times that promise is 
given! That promise was given to 
Mary by the angel when Jesus 
was to come, and the Virgin Mary 
was told that she should conceive 
a child and that He should be call- 
ed the Son of the Highest, then 
the Angel Gabriel told Mary, ““The 
Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And he 
shall reign over the house of Ja- 
cob for ever” (Luke 1:32, 33). I 
don’t wonder then, that when Je- 
sus rede into Jerusalem upon a 


colt, the foal of an ass, they said, 
“Hosanna to the son of David.” 
One of these days He is coming on 
a white horse, crowned with many 
crowns, with the armies of Heaven 
following Him. And Jesus will re- 
store the Jews. 


That promise that He will re- 
store Israel is given also in the 
words of the Saviour Himself in 
Matthew 24, beginning with verse 
29. Notice carefully how this is 
dated in God’s plan: “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those 
days”: | When is this coming now? 
After the tribulation. After the 
rapture, After the tribulation. Af- 
ter the Antichrist has reigned on 
earth. Then what?! “shall the sun 
be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of 
the earth mourn, and they shall 
see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory.” Not for the rapture. 
Then we will be caught up in the 
air in a moment to meet the Lord 
as the lightning flashes from the 


east to the west. And we will be 
gone for a honeymoon in Heaven. 
Not that. But after that. After the 
tribulation, after the Antichrist— 
pow Jesus comes back to reign. 
“And he shall send his angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his 
elect | Who are the chosen people? 
Who is the specially elected na- 
tion? Israel.| from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the 
other” (Maft. 24:31). 


You see, then, that Israel’s re- 
storation is promised through all 
the Bible. No one has a right to 
wave it aside. ” 


But let us get one more word 
from Paul the apostle. Paul writes, 
“. . . Hath God cast away his 
people? God forbid ... God hath 
not cast away his people which 
he foreknew .. ...” (Rom. 11:1, 
2). “No,” he said, “a Jew has 
much to gain every way because 
God used the Jew to bring the 
Bible, and from the Jews Christ 
came. And then he said, “There is 
coming a time when the blindness 
which has happened to Israel shall

the middle wall of partition and 
made both one. We were strangers 
and foreigners but now we are 
made nigh by the blood of Jesus 
Christ. And I am as good a Jew 
then as David, I am just as good 
a Jew as the twelve apostles. I 
may not be as good a man but I 
am as good a Jew because I am 
circumcised in heart, and the seed 
of Abraham by faith, and so God 
takes me and the middle wall is 
all taken down.

I still don’t see any reason why 
I shouldn’t ride horseback, or why 
I shouldn’t play tennis, or why I 
shouldn’t run, or play baseball, or 
do work. If I get down to Bill’s 
for the work week and somebody 
needs to lift 600 pounds and put 
up big beams in the roof, I won’t 
see why I’m not to do it. But all 
the time I find that I go up the 
stairs a little slower than I used 
to, and that if I jump around too 
much my knees are a little stiffer 
than they used to be, and I some 
way feel, “How sad, how sad that 
this body is getting stiff,” because 
I had such a strong body, so active 
and strong and vigorous. But one 
day I will have my youth again. 
One day “the eyes of the blind 
shall be opened, the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped, and the 
lame man shall leap as an hart, 
and the: tongue of the dumb shall 
sing.”” So that which is gone will 
be restored, Won't that be good! 
Anybody here getting blind? Well, 
you will see well one of these 
days! I just want to see Bob Main 
prancing around then on both legs. 
I want to see him that time, bless 
God, when the youth is restored 
and when that which we've lost 
(sometimes through no fault of 
ours, sometimes through the rav- 
ages of the years) will be restored.

1. Jesus Is the Only Truly 
Righteous One 


In the first place, Jesus is right- 
eous. He is THE righteous One. 
He is the only purely righteous 
one this world ever saw. I thank 
God, He is righteous. He is as 
righteous as God the Father. He 
is the express image of His per- 
son. He is one with the Father. 
He is God’s agent in creation. He 
is God's agent in judgment. God 
has committed all judgment to the 
Son. He is God's agent in the writ- 
ing of the book, the Bible, for the 
Bible is the word of Christ. “Let 
the word of Christ dwell in you 
richly . (Col. 3:16). Oh, the 
Son, Jesus! He is sinless and per- 
fect. Is anybody looking for good- 


ness? 


You remember a Greek philoso- 
pher, Diogenes, went through the 
streets of Athens with a lighted 
Jantern day and night, People ask- 
ed, “What is it? What are you 
seeking, Diogenes?” 

He “To find an honest 
man.” 


He never seemed to find him, 
an honest man. 


You look about for good men, 
but there are no good men, ex- 
cept by human standards that are 
very limited, and they fail. Some 
pressure comes and they fail. You 
talk about some honest, trust- 
worthy man, “a man who is as 
good as his bond.” Every man tells 
the truth up to a certain point. 
The point differs with different 
men. There is always a point 
where a man doesn’t tell the truth, 
partly because he doesn’t even 
see the truth, and because it would 
get him in trouble if he did, or go 
against his pride. Except by a lim- 
ited human concept, there are no 
honest men. But put it up by the 
side of God and there are only 
men who are sinners. 


This is sad. But there are no 
pure women except by a limited

human concept. There are women 
who -haven’t played the harlot. 
There are women who are nice, 
good women by every human 
standard. But the Bible says, 
“There igs no difference: For all 
have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). 
50 in God’s sight there are no 
pure women, there are no honest 
men.

2. Christ, the Righteousness 
of God, Took My Place, 
Paid My Debt 


And not only that, He is not 
only the righteous one, but He is 
our substitute. Do you need some- 
body to pay for sin? Jesus Christ 
can pay for sin, and nobody else 
can. Nobody else is fit to. Thank 
God, Jesus Christ paid for sins. 
One day God let them nail Jesus 
to a cross and He who knew no 
sin became sin for us that we 
might become the righteousness of 
God in Him. Oh, one day God took 
all the holiness of Heaven, all the 
innocence, all the purity, all the 
goodness, all the riches, all of it 
concentrated in Jesus Christ, the 
express image of the Father Him- 
self, and God had Him nailed to 
a cross. The curse of mankind was 
on Him for, “Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree” (Gal. 3: 
13).. God turned His face away 
from Him. The earth trembled and 
shook and the sky was as black 
as sackcloth of hair, and the veil 
in the temple was rent in twain, 
and the graves opened and people 
came out after His resurrection. 
God let Jesus, the innocent, die for 
the guilty. Jesus became my sub- 
stitute. That means then that Je- 
sus is now imputed my righteous- 
ness. That is, his righteousness is 
charged to my account. 


If somebody knocks at my door 
and asks, “What is in this house? 
Is it sin? Is it ruin? Is it impend- 
ing judgment? Is it that which 
calls down the wrath of God? 
What is in this house?” 


I answer back, “In this house is 
all the righteousness and holiness 
and purity and goodness of God, 
for the Son dwells in here and He 
has paid my debt,’ And, thank 
God, even a holy God cannot 
charge anything else up because 
that has been paid. The whole 
debt has been paid. It is imputed 
to me. 

God counted Jesus a _ sinner 
when He was not a sinner, so now 
God has a right to count*me richt- 
when I am not righteous. 
imputed righteousness. 
That is the reason that Psalm 32. 
as it is quoted over here in Ro- 
mans 4... What about this right- 
eousness? The Lord said, in talk- 
about Abraham as our ex- 
ample, “How about this righteous- 
ness? Was it just for the Jews 
only or was it for us also?” Now 
listen to it: “For what saith the 
scripture? Abraham believed God, 
and it was counted unto him for 
righteousness. Now to him that 
worketh is the reward not reckon- 
ed of grace, but of debt. [If you 
work for it—but I didn’t work for 
it. I couldn’t work for it. I couldn't 
pay it. I got it free!| But to him 
that worketh not |that-is mel, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly ... .” 

_Justifies what kind of people? 
Ungodly! A fellow doesn’t work 
and isn't godly; and yet he gets 
justified and €ounted just. Do you

they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered, Bless- 
ed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin’ (Rom. 4:3-8). 
So we can say, “Thank God, Jesus 
Christ has imputed His righteous- 
ness to me.” 


Not only is Jesus Christ, the 
Son, imputed as my righteousness. 
The Lord our Righteousness is 
His name, 


But another blessed truth: He is 
my imparted righteousness. Not 
only does God charge up,the right- 
eousness to me, but is an 
honest God and God says, “Well, 
if I am going to count John Rice 
righteous I sure have a job on my 
hands, because now I have to 
make him righteous.” God says, 
“T am honest and square and if 
I am going to count John Rice 
righteous and put him down in the 
records, and have it all through 
the ages that John Rice is counted 
righteous, I sure have a job on my 
hands because I am going to make 
him what I claim him to be.” 

So God puts His Spirit within 
me. And I became a partaker of 
the divine nature and Christ is in 
me, the hope of glory.
